But now, through the genius of 
Andrew Lippman of MIT, we have unrecordable 
video. Unrecordable video operates with 
varying scan rates.

This 
doesn't bother the television set, but it sure 
bothers a VCR, which requires exactly 30 ! 
frames per seconds Bventually they will build 
VCRs with the ability to record unrecordable 
video at a higher price, but by then the 
broadcasters will have another method of 
rendering video unrecordable.

John Zbeling reports that WICN-TV, ch. 11 
in Minneapolis, HN, will be changing its call 
letters to JUSA, The station is owned by 
Gannett Publishing, who publishes USA Today.

At least somebody is wising up to the fact 
that noncommercial stations are in fact just 
another type of commercialstation. 
Ralph Strobel sent in two articles about 
WPDS=TV, ch, 59 in Indianapolis, Indiana. 
The articles were from the Indianapolis Star 
and Muncie Evening Press for 5/25/85. A group 
called Decency in Broadcasting filed a com 
plaint with the FCC against WPDS for violat- 
ing FCC regulations on broadcasting of sex 
and violence. Specifically, the Radio Commu- 
nications Act of 1934, which prohibits the 
broadcast of "obscene, endecent or profane" 
material, the group is asking the FCC to re 
voke the station's license and stop it from 
broadcasting nude scenes and offensive sexual 
conduct. The station has been broadcasting 
adult movies in the evenings and Sunday aft- 
ernoons. A lawyer for the station says that 
the reference in the Communications Act re- 
fers only to obscene, indecent or profane 
language, not visual images. He also cited 
ia Supreme Court decision thatnudity and sex- 
ual conduct are permissible as long as the 
ultimate sexual act is not shown. 
The court had also ruled that a community 
Standard must be established, by which a sta-]’ 


tion can be judged for indecency. Decency in 
Broadcasting is attempting to discern exactly 
what that community's standard is. The group 
had already convinced WRTV, che 4, to stop 
showing Kerated movies, and, according to 
Ralph, threatened WFBY (FM) with court action 
for using a vulgar ID slogan, The station 
dropped the slogan. 

Larry Fuss responded to some of the missing 
and incorrect information in the 5/85 column. 
Under APPLICATIONS DISMISSED, Cookeville, TN 
should have been listed as a construction per-— 
mit cancelled, on channel 55. (55 would be 
Crossville, TH, not Cookeville. I have record 
of a CP for WINT+TV which had been cancelled, 
but no record of Joseph Williams being 
connected with it. I still wonder if we are 
talking about something else. Did Williams 
apply for a CP in contest with the renewal of 
WKWR's CP for channel 28?

I will be making a few TV DX improvements over the summer. I have decided to buy 
the house which I have been renting for the past two years. I had originally planned on 
moving out to the country to avoid WIUM-22, 1.7 miles SSW of here, but they are barely a 
problem at all. There is still some minor cable radiation with Showtime on channel 5 and 
USA on channel 13, but there are too many advantages to living in town. Anyway, the 
seventy foot tree which is just a few feet ESE of my tower will be cut down. It's dying 
anyway, and this should give a better shot in that direction (DC someday?). 

I just got a five element Winegard low band antenna and will be using it vertically 
polarized with a preamplifier. St. Louis channels 2, 4, and 5; Quad Cities channels 4 and 
6; Kirksville channel 3; and Champaign channel 3 can be real pests with Es although none 
of their transmitters is within eighty miles of here. 

Lastly, it is apparently possible to rig up a Zenith 1310 UHF tuner so that it 
bypasses AGC completely. Some experimenting was done comparing the outboard tuner to the 
one in my set, and there was a definite improvement with weak stations. As soon as I can 
scrape up some $$$, I'm going to have an outboard tuner which I can switch off and on. 
The outboard one overloads on stations with any significant signal strength. 73.

KKLR translator comments, cont. from last month. The July 1984 VUD cover indicated 
that KKLR's translator is directional in coverage but such isn't the case since the 
translator seems to have a stable signal over all of Oklahoma City(except where over- 
loading interferes) as well as in Edmond itself, the city of license. As a matter of 
fact the translator has a steady signal as far north as 2 miles north of the Oklahoma 
County line on I-35. It sure seems to be a highly efficient, heavy duty translator, quite 
unlike the other feeble 10 watters I've monitored in my car.

Five years ago many FM DXers in the South and Midwest were enjoying the best DX season 
they ever experienced. 1980 was famous both for its long lasting tr and Es openings. 
June 1980 featured two monumental openings with both amazing dxers by lasting a solid week. 
Before the openings were over stations from hundreds of miles away had been logged fron 
most all directions with distances logged ranging up to 1000 miles, At one point a 10 
watter was logged from a distance of 410 miles. The signal intensity of much more power- 
ful stations from similiar distances was incredible. DX or CCI could be found on nearly 
every channel. By September 1980 the VUD FM report columns both in agreement that it had 
been the best season ever. Es was also around in 1980,though it was a rather strange 
season,considering that the bulk of the activity happened on June 18 and July 17 with 
some DXers having the skip in all day from a variety of directions with some commenting 
that it was the best ever, If there were better times for DXing than 1980,then the old- 
timers of the hobby have failed to point them out. Here's Tim McVey's comments on that 
great year,"Yes, 1980 was an incredible year, especially compared to the 5 years since 
then. Actually, I can't believe 5 years have passed already!!. I really cleaned up 
that year and didn't even check the band as much as I could have. Seems like between 
dates, working, and other things that summer I had very little time to even so much as 
turn on a receiver, but there was always something there when I did.” Tim's comments in 
July 1980 SFM report, DXing in TN,..."by now TX FM is like locals, with full stereo 
quieting, and s~meter all the way to the right!....KAFM and KOAX(Dallas)stayed in in full 
stereo for over 22 HOURS!" Other DXers comments from 5 years ago,"June 25, an all time 
record breaking heatwave started in TX, OK, AK, KS, and MO all at once. This created 
hot air rising to a dome of cold air that created fantastic tr from south to east 270 


degrees that lasted 10 days." "All I can say regarding the summer of 1980 ist incredible!" 


" Stations from the St. Louis area at 310 mi. have been full strength competing with the 
locals nearly every day. So many stations were blasting in that it was impossible to get 
ID's on everything." “May 18 to July 15, best two months of DX I have ever had.” “I just 
went home and immediately got on the radio. It was red hot with ES from west to east. 
This opening lasted until 2130--a 9 hour opening, fantastic!"

A joint proposal to the FCC was sent 
by representatives of public FM and TV-6 
interests. It calls for the FCC to adopt 
receiver standards, and the broadcasters 
have agreed to do a joint sudy of inter- 
ference. They'll take into account such 
factors as terrain, population, use of fil- 
ters, and duplicate network service from 
another TV station. This is a rejection of 
the FCC-proposed rules of last fall, with 
applications to be processed much as they 
had been, with the exceptions of the 
above.

In news of the Toronto area, Stephen Tuura says that CKLN 

88.1 wants up to 10 kw and crea catia fevamped CJRT trans- 
mitter from 1949, but remains downtown on its 410’ Ryerson 
campus tower. ‘This is the cheapest way to get more power, and 
a CN tower 88.1 is inadvisable because of interference to TV 
channel 6. . . CFMX 103.1 Cobourg wants 102.9 for a classical 
affiliate on the CN tower, instead of that frequency going to 
Hamilton's CKOC. I remember CJSH FM in the early and 
mid-50s, This would give Toronto another FM frequency, and 
the station would serve Hamilton and the Niagara area as well. 
Some interesting reception from both stations would develop 
around Oshawa, Ont. 94.9, CKQT wants to prevent somebody 
else from getting a beautiful music station in Toronto on 97.3 
by moving its transmitter to the CN tower for another Toronto 
station. It has such a format now with some mixed category as 
well. CJUT 89.5 gets the licence for 20 kw from the CN tower. 
The educational variety format would sign on in 1986. [I've seen 
nothing official on this—b.e.] 

“97.3 in Toronto should be decided by Sept. 1985 and the 
station, whoever gets it, could sign on in 1986. CFGM in Rich- 
mond Hill got a frequency at last for a religious station ‘in the 
Toronto area. This is 103.7, barely possible with Erie like CKFM 
on 99.9 and the other way it is Ithaca 97.3. But not on the CN 
tower as the antenna will be inland on a hill in Aurora, Ont. and 
the power no more than 20 kw to reduce interference. [1 believe 
he means Erie and Ithaca on 103.7, causing potential short- 
spacing problems; again, I've heard nothing offical on this one.) 

“Thus Toronto, a most major city, gets enough local FM at 
last. The few existing stations have made up for variety by high 
quality programs... CFBQ in Parry Sound wants to switch to 
another frequency with more power and applied for a separate 
FM licence due to new ownership. The CBC wants a Muskoka AM 
network rebroadcaster on FM at Lancelot, Ont."’ And he heard 
that “somebody in Buffalo has apparently applied for a major 
commercial FM licence on 101.1, the last 2ne there, unless sorae- 
body on the Niagara frontier wants 3,000 watts on 104.9, which 
is reserved for the Canadian side. The applicant is not WKBW'[I1 
am not aware of 101.1 being open in the Buffalo area, even under 
Docket 80-90; it could be an allocations’ proposal—b.e.]

Correspondent Jim Kom picks apart the geographic co- 
ordinates for the World Trade Center and the Empire State Build- 
ing in New York city. My May reportage of those figures was cor- 
Tect, so far as the FCC/NTIS microfiche goes. He devised a 
formula for converting minutes of longitude to statute miles, and 
dunking in that formula to the figures I gave produced a differ- 
‘ence of 23.9 statute miles between the locations of the two 
buildings. “But just by laying a ruler across a city map it looks 


: ‘Mike the World Trade Center is on the order of 1.5 miles west of 
fhe Empire State Building; certainly nothing approaching 24 
*/%alles."" So I checked with the head of the geography department 
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of the local college, and he agreed with Jim. Jim's formula 
appears to be correct; it must be the microfiche that are in error, 
and probably one station had an error on its application and all 
the stations on that particular building copied the same applica- 
tion, error and all. The geographer, however, calculated the differ- 
ence in location between the two buildings as 2.86 miles. So the 
controversy about New York's FM transmitter locations 
continues, making it perhaps the top story of the year in this 
column. On another subject Jim says: 

“Qn page 31 of the November, 1984 VUD you reprinted 
Frank Aden’s comment that‘... . . all of the Idaho FM stations 
reported being stereo’. That may be true, but in July, 1984, I 
visited KWEI-AM-FM in Weiser, and at that time they were using 
an old Gates transmitter for their FM which had never been 
multiplexed. They had no stereo capability despite the fact that 
their afterncon and evening p: ing was album-oriented- 
rock,” [If anyone wants to double-check that for me KWEI-FM’s 
telephone number is (208) 549-0886—b.e.] . . . “Ido wish... in 
future editions that you'd go back to the slick, heavier cover as 
was used for the seventh and eighth editions, rather than the 
lighter one that was used on the ninth edition. My own FM Atlas 
spends a lot of time traveling with me in my car, and the book 
seemed to wear better with that thicker cover.” 

Larry Fuss again, and he clarifies the issue about the Class C 
in Kodiak AK (not being legal in the lower 48) from the May 
VUD.

He sent along a list of vacant 
FM channels, much like that which was published last month, and 
a statement from the FCC concerning the random selection of 
FM channels under docket 80-90, Thus, the FCC will select appli- 
cations for channel 243, 96.5 first, wherever they appear in the 
country onthe table of allocations. The Commission will 
announce when window application filing periods will be held 
and the time periods when you can file. Early summer is when 
the first filings are expected to begin. If you wanna file for one of 
these stations, you might want to engage the services of Larry and 
his firm at PO Box 3976, Jackson GA 30233. 

The ABC-Capital Cities merger will result in the sales of FM 
stations as follows. Capital Cities: KZLA Los Angeles, WPAT- 
FM Paterson NJ. ABC: KTKS Denton-Dallas, KSRR Houston, 
WRIF Detroit, WPLJ New York, KLOS Los Angeles, WLS-FM 
Chicago. This information from an article sent by W. R. Mc- 
Intosh. In the South, WQIC AM Meridian MS is supplying the 
programming to WSLY 99.3 York-Livingston AL from 6:30 p.m.

I’m very interested in monitoring the VHF spectrum for the peaks of 


meteor showers. I want to more precisely determine when peaks occur so - . 

that future peak-time predictions will be more accurate. So far I have Eta A varids, May 4 & 55 1985: 
been monitoring different FM channels with so-so results. Enclosed are ; ‘ 

graphs of the recent Eta Aquarids shower as "seen" from upstate New York Radio Reflections at 90.5 MHz 


on 90.5 MHz. %I711 discuss the setup in a moment. My request is this: 
Does anyone Know of a good “beacon,” one which is between 3500-1500 miles 
from New York, is on the air 24 hours a day, which has no other 
co-channel occupants (or virtually none}, and which runs at least a few 
thousand watts? The frequency isn’t too important; anything between 40 
and 200 MHz is probably going to serve the purpose. FM-band stations 
would be OK but there are too many of them - the strip-chart recorder 
can’t tell which station ic coming in. TV stations are just about as 
bad, and they’re not on the air all the time. Does anyone have ANY 
suggestions? 


Now, about the graphs. Here’s the set-up: I have a 10-element Radio 
Shack FM-only antenna at 20°. It feeds a homebrew GaAsFET preamp, which 
drives a Heathkit FM receiver. I tap off the agc line and that voltage 
drives a i*/hour chart recorder. Incoming meteors deflect the pen in 
proportion to both the ionization intensity and duration of the meteor 


trails; big deflections are often accompanied br OX on the 2-meter A parent 
amateur band. In the graphs, "ltarge” and "small" refer to different meteors/hr 
arbitrary cut-off levels on the original strip chart. 20

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The graphs clearly show the rise of the shower radiant above the 
horizon, as well as the fact that the shower was much better on Sunday, 
May 5 than on Saturday. I suspect that the actual peak occurred when 
the radiant was below our horizon, over Europe or Asia. 


If you are interested in meteor-scatter DX and have a PC-compatible 


computer, you may be interested in a program which I have written. It: 
1) predicts the peak time for all major meteor showers; 2) plots a graph 
of a shower’s radiant in the sky at any location: 3) tells vou the best 


times to listen in each major direction for a particular shower; and 4) 
tells you the best direction to listen at any given time during a 
shower. It is written in BASIC, for the IBM-PC and al! MS-DOS 
compatibles. It’s about 450 lines long, so getting a disk is the best 
Way. If any readers want, | can send a ready-to-run disk for 5. A lot 
of VHF-hams have been using the program (named METEOR, oddly enough? 
with good results. Let me Know if you’d like one.
